Wilson delivered a message to the 
workmen of the United Slates in an 
address today before the annual con- 
vention of tho American Federation of 
Labor delegates being held in this city. 


In an eloquent address, the Presi- 


dent appealed to oreanlzed labor from 
the government standpoint. Ho de- 
clared that in order to win the war, 
all should unite in the common cause 
and sink all differences.

tory [o decide this fact.

ns the "last issue of old principles of 
power and net principles of freedom." 


In continuing, tho President said:

Pan-German sen- 
timents cannot bo used to Install It, 
however. 


"People in the Central Powers know 


that If the war ends as It now stands, 
that they will have to effect the vas- 
slls of Germany."

"May I not say that it Is hard to 


believe that any nation of pcoeplo so
